Reporter  S es 
Flying  ‘Thing’ 


Vernon  Ow>'nne.  a Spartanburg 
Journal  reporter,  today  turned  in 
a story  for  the  newspaper  that  he 
got  unexpectedly  while  attending 
a show  Saturday  night  at  the 
Starllte  Drive-in  Theater  on  the 
Asheville  Highway  with  his  wife, 
Betty. 

It  was  about  a "flying  some- 
thing”  that  appeared  in  the  iky 
near  the  theater  ] times  within  an 
hour. 

Mr.  Owynne  described  the 
"thing”  this  way; 

"I  first  noUced  a ■•cloud-like” 
formation  that  was  drifting  in  the 
Apposite  direction  of  the  other 
clouds.  This  cloud  was  very  low 
and  indistinct.  I called  Betty's  at- 
tentiMi  to  It  and  asked  her  if  she 
noticed  anything  peculiar  about  It. 
As  we  watched  ft  took  a more  def- 
inite shape  which  was  rounded  on 
the  bottom  and  fairly  flat. 

“Since  we  wanted  others  to  be 
able  to  corroborate  our  story  I got 
out  Pt  the  car  and  asked  3 fellows 
in  ths  next  car  to  ‘look  up  there 
and  see  if.  veu  see  what  we  see?' 
By  the  time  they  looked  the  'some- 
th^' was  gone. 

"T^e  second  time  I saw  the  cloud 


forming  in  the  same  place,  appar- 
ently out  of  the  clear  sky.  The  fel- 
lows In  the  csr.  Betty  and  I watch- 
ed the  shape  form  in  the  center  of 
the  ‘cloud.'  After  about  3 or  S 
minutes  .the  shape  dluppeared 
again. 

About  30  minutes  later  all  4 of 
us  again  saw  the  shape  only  this 
time  It  was  very  clearly  llsht^  and 
had  changed  position.  We  think' 
the  mist  or  cloud  came  from  with- 
in the  shape.  It  l.s  verv  hard  to 
estimate  size  or  distance  at  night 
so  we  hesitate  to  claim  that  it  was 
less  than  a mile  from  us  and  be- 
tween one  and  3.000  feet  in  atti- 
tude. 

'The  color  of  the  rmjnded  bot- 
tom was  about  the  same  as  a re- 
flected fire  on  a silver  or  white 
surface.  The  sice  we  would  esti- 
mate to  be  larger  than  any  dlrglble 
that  we  have  ever  seen. 

"During  the  3 different  times  we 
MW  'it',  for  a period  of  probably  8 
nr  10  minutes  over  an  hours  time, 
we  discussed  it  and  asked  each 
other  how  we  were  going  to  de- 
■ciibe  It.  We  are  convinced  that 
we  saw  what  other  propls  say  are 
•Flying  Saucers,*"
